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NGC to Certify San Francisco 
Mint Silver Eagles

West Coast coins distinguished on grading label. 

[Sarasota, Florida] - The U. S. Mint’s recent announcement that its production of 
Uncirculated Silver American Eagle bullion coins will be supplemented with coins 
minted at San Francisco came as a delightful surprise to collectors. Though these 
SAE coins will not carry the ‘S’ mintmark of San Francisco, they will be shipped in 
bulk packaging that identifies their place of manufacture, and NGC will certify 
these coins as products of the San Francisco Mint. 

The number of SAE coins that San Francisco will mint is unknown, but collectors 
will certainly seek these pieces as issues separate from the normal production of 
the West Point Bullion Depository in New York. Numismatic Guaranty Corporation 
(NGC), will label these coins with the ‘S’ mintmark in parentheses to indicate that 
it is not actually present on the coin. In addition, each label will read “Struck at 
San Francisco Mint.” 


The Silver American Eagle bullion coin debuted in 1986 as a means for 
Americans to purchase and hold domestically-mined silver bullion in a convenient 
and attractive form. Boosting the coins’ appeal has been its popular design, which 
features on its obverse the beautiful Walking Liberty from Adolph Weinman’s 
1916-47 half dollar. This is paired with a splendid heraldic eagle reverse sculpted 
by U. S. Mint Chief Sculptor-Engraver John Mercanti. 

Both Uncirculated and Proof editions have been offered since the outset, and 
these have been coined at several of the U. S. Mints. By the 1990s, however, 
minting of the Uncirculated edition had been confined almost exclusively to the 
West Point Bullion Depository, with no means to distinguish these from the coins 
made at other mints. The ‘W’ mintmark has been used in recent years for selected 
collector editions, but this is the first time that ordinary Uncirculated Silver 



American Eagles will be identified as products of the San Francisco Mint. 


Because the S-Mint Silver American Eagles will 
be distinguishable only by the fact that they are 
shipped by the Treasury in large “monster boxes” 
labeled San Francisco Mint, NGC’s labeling of 
these coins as San Francisco products will be 
limited to bulk submissions in such original 
shipping containers still sealed. Dealers may 
contact NGC for further instructions about this 
service. Coins submitted during the first 30 days 
of issue are eligible for labels additionally reading 
EARLY RELEASES.

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NGC Ancients: The Roman Civil 
War of A.D. 68-69, Year of Five 
Emperors

This year marks the 150th anniversary of the beginning of the American Civil War. 
The concept of civil war was quite familiar to the ancient Romans as well — with 
this in mind, NGC Ancients examines the five emperors who battled for control of 
an empire during the Roman Civil War of A. D. 68-69. 

By A.D. 68, it was clear that the government of the emperor Nero was on the 
verge of collapse. Years of promiscuous, unflattering, and ultimately expensive 
behavior had steadily eroded support for the emperor both in Rome and, more 
importantly, in the provinces. This silver denarius, issued in A.D. 64-65, depicts 
the man with whom Romans were increasingly dissatisfied as the 60s wore on. 


During the fateful spring of 68, the political 
situation rapidly degenerated into open rebellion 
in Roman provinces in Gaul, North Africa, and 
Spain. Matters reached a head on June 9, A.D. 
68, when Nero was deposed and essentially 



forced to commit suicide at the hands of an agitated senate. This dramatic event 
marked the end of the Julio-Claudian dynasty that had been established by 
Augustus almost a century before. 

The Spanish governor Galba, who had skillfully ridden the initial wave of rebellion 
(under Vindex, in Gaul) to prominence, was hailed emperor that very same day. 
Galba was a stern, severe, and financially conservative ruler who found no favor 
in the Rome of his day. Indeed, frugality would ultimately cost Galba both the 
emperorship and his life - a steadfast refusal to pay even the smallest bribe 
equated to a limited life expectancy in Rome. Those stubborn qualities are 
reflected in the striking portrait that graces this brass sestertius. 




Though Galba had secured power, plans to oust 
him had already been set in motion. Two plots, 
one abroad and one right under his nose in 
Rome, developed almost simultaneously. Taken 
together, the political pressure would prove fatal 
to Galba’s regime. 

By January 1, A.D. 69, seven important German legions had abandoned Galba 
and allied themselves with Vitellius, an upstart governor of the region, after they 
were denied compensation for their defeat of the rebel Vindex the year before. 
Vitellius was a perpetual underachiever who had been appointed governor of 
Lower Germany in late 68 by Galba precisely because of this quality. However, 
Vitellius was immensely popular and well-regarded by his men. A leader whose 
force of personality apparently superseded his lack of intellect, he found himself in 
command of the rebellious legions. They soon began a march on Rome with the 
intention of displacing Galba and installing Vitellius in his place. 

Meanwhile, a former Lusitanian governor, Otho, was rapidly gaining support in 
Rome thanks to a series of extravagant bribes distributed amongst the army 
legions and the praetorian (i.e. emperor’s) guard. This vain young man had once 
harbored hopes of legitimately succeeding Galba, but when it became apparent 
that this was not to be, Otho decided to take matters into his own hands. This 
meant that time abruptly ran out for Galba on January 15, A.D. 69, when he was 
savagely murdered in the Roman Forum by his own guards, who had been 
bought off by Otho - the newest Roman emperor. 

Otho’s money could only buy him three months in one of the most exalted 
positions in the history of the Western world. By most accounts, he was an 
extremely ambitious man who took a disproportionate interest in his own 
appearance. His fondness for exquisite hairpieces is especially apparent in the 
portrait on this silver denarius, issued in A.D. 69. However, there would soon be 
little time for such vanity, as after Galba’s demise political events in the Roman 
Empire progressed at an increasingly dizzying pace. 

Otho had ruined himself financially to gain the 
support of the praetorian guards and the army, 
but he was not able to win the support of 
Vitellius, whose legions were still marching on 
Rome (despite the sudden regime change) and 
represented a very serious threat. A series of failed negotiations between the two 
men ensured that the destructive civil war would continue throughout A.D. 69. 




By the spring of 69, it was clear that the German legions of Vitellius, which had 
advanced into Northern Italy, vastly outnumbered those that Otho had been able 
to muster on the home front. Fearing this disadvantage would only grow with the 
passage of time, Otho forced a battle at Bedriacum on April 14, A.D. 69. 
Unfortunately, this conflict occurred just after the legions of Vitellius had been 
reinforced, and Otho’s forces were decisively routed. Faced with a grim reality, 
Otho (who, like Vitellius, was not even present at this empire-changing battle) 
chose to commit suicide on April 16 or 17. 

On April 19, A.D. 69, Vitellius was hailed emperor by the Roman Senate. 

Ironically, a rebellion that was initially directed against the conservative financial 
policies of Galba had evolved to oppose the fiscally extravagant Otho. Once 
stirred to violent action, the legions of Vitellius proved impossible to control - they 
marched against Otho just as they had Galba, with total disregard for the regime 
change that had taken place. 

The new reign of Vitellius was challenged almost immediately by Vespasian, a 
Roman general who since A.D. 67 had been waging war in the province of 
Judaea. Before Vitellius had even reached Rome to assume his office, the eastern 
armies hailed Vespasian emperor. Forces loyal to Vespasian began advancing on 
Rome in the summer of A.D. 69, marking the beginning of the end for Vitellius. In 
late October, the emperor’s legions were defeated, ironically, at Bedriacum - the 
site of his triumph over Otho just six months before (though, again, Vitellius 
himself was absent). 

Mid-December found Vitellius so overwhelmed by 
the state of affairs that he brazenly requested one 
million gold aurei in exchange for his abdication. 

Privileged overtures such as this enraged an 
already volatile public, and resulted in the mob- 

murder of Vitellius on December 20, A.D. 69. This brass sestertius of Vitellius 
bears an inscription that makes reference to his support amongst the legions of 
Germany. 



The demise of Vitellius cleared the way for 
Vespasian, founder of the Flavian dynasty; his 
portrait graces this lovely gold aureus. Vespasian 
had been hailed emperor by his own armies as 
early as July 1, A.D. 69, and was formally 
approved by the Senate on December 21, A.D. 69. This confirmation signaled the 
conclusion of a five-act tragedy that had occupied the Roman world for the better 
part of two years. 
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Counterfeit Detection: China 
2010 500 Yuan Panda

Counterfeiters are once again targeting the latest Panda coins. 

The first Chinese Panda coins were issued in 1982 and this series has since 
skyrocketed in popularity. Originally struck in gold one ounce, 1/2 ounce, 1/4 
ounce, and 1/10 ounce sizes, a gold 1/20 ounce, as well as silver, platinum, and 
palladium issues, were produced in subsequent years. As demand and prices 
have increased dramatically in recent years, Panda coins have become a major 
target of counterfeiters.

NGC has received a number of fake Panda coins and continues to find new 
varieties of counterfeits in submissions. Previous articles by NGC have 
documented many of these fakes [see links below], but a previously 
undocumented counterfeit 2010 gold 500 Yuan (one ounce) Panda was recently 
identified by graders. This Panda coin closely resembles an authentic specimen 
and exhibits sharp detail throughout most of the design. The composition also 
appears to be accurate. 









On this counterfeit, the eyes have a granular appearance and the pupils 
blend together with the rest of the eye. Genuine Pandas exhibit sharply 
defined and deeply reflective corneas with distinct pupils.

Despite the quality of many fake Panda coins, counterfeiters still have trouble 
mastering the finer details of the design elements and fields. The eyes of the 
Pandas are often the easiest diagnostic to use to determine the coin’s authenticity. 
While the pandas on this counterfeit have granular and poorly defined eyes, the 
pandas on genuine 2010 500 Yuan specimens have smooth and deeply reflective 
corneas.

Chinese Pandas are an interesting series to collect, but unfortunately their 
popularity has provided a market for countless fakes. Collectors should use 
extreme caution when given the opportunity to purchase an uncertified Chinese 
Panda coin. NGC maintains photographic records of the counterfeits that are 
received and experienced world coin graders can spot the more subtle features of 
these well produced fakes.

USA Coin Album: Something of 
a Different Tone

Some buyers of coin albums are of the impression that a particular brand is great 
for imparting attractive toning to silver coins. This month, David puts that notion to 
a test. 

It’s rare that the theme of my column actually 
references its series title, but this month’s installment 
does indeed have to do with coin albums. As someone 
who collects and researches old albums, I frequently 
have competition for certain items from buyers who are 
under the impression that a particular brand is great for 
imparting beautiful toning to silver coins. 

The coin albums in question are those produced for 
and marketed by the late coin dealer Wayte Raymond 
under his National brand. It applies, too, to the clones 
of his albums sold by M. Meghrig & Sons as the American album; these products 
were essentially identical aside from their brand names and catalog numbers 
(Meghrig numbers were simply the Raymond numbers preceded by a numeral 1). 
The National album was marketed by Wayte Raymond starting in the early 1930s 
and was continued, following his 1956 death, by Alan W. Faxon, while the 
Meghrig clones first appeared in the early 1950s. Both companies had ceased 
production of these albums by 1965, driven from the market by better albums 
introduced 1958-61, though I was able to purchase some remaining stock directly 
from the Meghrig firm quite recently. 

The notion that these coin albums were great for achieving attractive toning has a 
valid origin, as collections placed in them when the albums were new oftentimes 
did tone quite pleasingly. Silver pieces retrieved from old time collections 
sometime show bands of concentric colors at their peripheries framing white or 








golden-toned centers. The misconception held today is that these albums can still 
impart such toning, and that’s why I run into such competition for a product that is 
essentially obsolete and of little utility to collectors. The fact is that the desired 
reactive elements in paper products made 60 or 70 years ago have long since 
become neutralized and will no longer prompt colorful toning. All that remains 
active at this stage is the paper’s inherent acidity, and there is certainly no benefit 
to be derived from that. 

So tired did I become of hearing about the benefits of Raymond albums in toning 
coins that I finally decided to put this theory to a test. About 20 years ago I placed 
a fresh, white 1982-D George Washington silver half dollar into a Raymond album 
page for commemorative halves to observe whatever reaction would occur. This 
coin was as purchased from the U. S. Mint in 1982 and had never been treated in 
any way, aside from removing it from its original packaging. The album holding my 
test coin was then placed in the appropriate location within my album collection 
under normal, indoor environmental conditions. It took more than five years for 
even the slightest suggestion of toning to appear, and after 20 years this coin has 
only a narrow halo of color around its borders. I could have achieved the same 
effect by simply placing the coin in a stapled 2x2 holder! The vibrant, multicolor 
toning which so many buyers of old albums are anticipating is nowhere in sight. 

In contrast, let me provide an example of how vivid, natural toning requires fresh 
paper products to develop under normal atmospheric conditions. Shortly before 
undertaking my toning experiment, the U. S. Mint introduced its new silver 
American eagle coins. I purchased each year’s bullion coin annually starting in 
1986, immediately placing it in a current brand of coin album introduced at the 
time specifically to house the new series. This collection was stored in the same 
room as my test coin. The result was toning that corresponded almost exactly to 
the length of time each coin had resided in the album. My 1986 eagle, which was 
close to the album’s hinge where the loose fit of the covering paper admitted more 
oxygen, now shows deep crescents of pleasing russet and aquamarine on either 
side. Coins nearer to the tight-fitting extremities of the page were less toned, but 
the overall pattern revealed progressively lighter toning on each successive date 
of coin. In conversation with other collectors, I’ve heard of similar toning 
progressions occurring in albums that were new when purchased. I’ve not heard 
of any such toning occurring in albums that were decades old when acquired, 
unless the coins were subjected to temperature extremes or harsh atmospheres. 

The lesson here is that the real value of old coin albums lies in their graphic 
appeal and in the role they played in our hobby’s history. They should be 
preserved as collectibles, something I’ve been doing for many years, but they 



should not be thought of as toning tools. Most current brands of paper-based coin 
albums will perform this task quite well, unless they include some supplemental, 
anti-corrosion material designed specifically to inhibit toning. 

Finally, lest I be labeled one of the dreaded coin doctors, let me say that the 
toning of my silver eagles occurred naturally as a consequence of album storage. 
Nothing was done to accelerate the toning, nor was it intended to cover up any 
flaws in the coins. Most importantly, no coins were harmed in the making of this 
column.

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NumisMedia Market Report: 
GSA Carson City Dollars 
Commanding Respect

With national and international media continually reporting on sky-rocketing 
metals, most US coin dealers across the country have been concentrating heavily 
on retail sales related to Gold, Silver and Platinum. 

From bars to bags and individual coins, dealers are as busy as they have ever 
been, including the late 1970s and early 1980. But there is much more to the 
current coin market than just the metals. The overall coin market is quite robust. 
There are hundreds and thousands of collectors and investors trying to add 
specific coins to their collections or portfolios. Demand for rare date Gold has 
been healthy for quite some time and early $20 Liberties are about as strong as 
they could be. Morgan and Peace Dollars have retreated slightly this past month, 
however, the demand remains steady at the current levels. 

Most series have specialty collectors looking for specific varieties of coins within a 
series. One that has been very successful for a long time is the GSA Carson City 
Morgan Dollar. Several years ago, at the request of Selby Ungar and other 
dealers, NGC began to band and certify by grade the GSA Dollars in the original 
sealed black plastic holder. Since its inception, these graded Dollars have become 
very popular for specialty collectors. NGC has a census report for these coins so 
collectors can see how many have been certified by date, variety, and grade. 
Buyers for the GSA Carson City Dollar are so enthusiastic that a book was written 
to help educate buyers in this arena. Toward the end of 2009, Carson City Morgan 
Dollars, authored by Adam Crum, Selby Ungar, and Jeff Oxman, was released, 
stimulating a market which has yet to cool down. 

When the GSA Silver Dollars were incorporated into the NumisMedia Fair Market 
Value Price Guide, values were sporadic for most dates and grades. The first 



listings were in September 2004. Most of the trades monitored were for MS63 to 
MS65 coins. There were very few higher grade coins certified at this time and 
certainly very few were available in the market.

This comparison indicates that most of the more common coins are still within 
what would be considered reasonable by today’s price structure. However, if you 
take a look at the NGC Census Report, you will notice that the coins with the low 
populations are the ones that have increased over the last seven years. The FMV 
for these coins has soared due to the severe competition of dealers and 
collectors. Whenever any of the highest certified coins are offered in a major 
auction, most advanced specialists will be ready with their checkbook in hand.

From the NGC Archives: 1873 
Three Dollar Piece 


Posted on 6/14/2011 

Though there were banknotes of this denomination circulating before the Civil 
War, the three-dollar gold coin never really caught on. 

Mintages were ridiculously low in all but a few of the 36 years in which this issue 
was produced. The three-dollar pieces of 1873 are among the great rarities in 
American numismatics. The Open 3 examples are known to have comprised the 
25 proofs delivered on February 18. 

This specimen with a Closed 3, however, remains a mystery. Walter Breen 
speculated that perhaps a few hundred three-dollar pieces were coined for 
circulation in January bearing this date logotype. Extremely rare today, most 
survivors are well worn. This choice and nearly mint state specimen is well struck 
and quite prooflike.

This exhibit from the Smithsonian Institution explores the history of the U.S. $20 
gold piece. The display features the first (1849 pattern) and last (1933) double 
eagles ever produced, and a 1907 Saint-Gaudens ultra-high-relief $20 pattern 
coin that President Theodore Roosevelt gave his daughter Edith for Christmas 
that year. Along with these, the key date 1927-D, and several other significant 
rarities, this exhibit features several of America’s most storied and valuable gold 
coins. 

The Financial and Bankin g History of Chica g o as Told Throu g h its National Bank 
Notes 


This 50-case exhibit will feature hundreds of National Bank notes from Chicago 
produced by every issuing bank and all charter periods. It illustrates the 
fascinating history of Chicago through the notes issued by local banks. Also 
included is a survey of National Bank notes from each county in Illinois. 

1793 “Ameri.” Lar g e Cent 

Possibly the first cent ever produced by the United States, this coin is the finest 
known example of the “Ameri.” variety (“America” was abbreviated on the reverse 
legend). This coin was once part of the collection of Joseph Mickley, known as the 
“father of American coin collecting.” It is valued at more than $2 million. Courtesy 
of Bruce Moreland. 

Columbian Exposition Half Dollar-the 1st United States Commemorative Struck 

The World’s Columbian Exposition of 1893 celebrated the 400th anniversary of 
Christopher Columbus’ arrival in the new world in 1492, and had a huge influence 
on art, industry and architecture in the U.S. It was also the occasion of the first 
issuance of the first in a famous series of U.S. commemorative coins: the 
Columbian Exposition half dollars of 1892 and 1893. This is the first struck of 
those commemoratives, a piece that was purchased for $10,000, an astounding 
figure for the time. Visitors are encouraged to come and read the fascinating story 
of its history.

The Eid Mar Denarius 


One of the most historically significant ancient coins, this coin was struck by 
Marcus Junius Brutus to commemorate the murder of Julius Caesar. The obverse 
has a portrait of Brutus while the reverse features a pileus (freedom cap) between 
two daggers, representing Brutus and Cassius, the leaders of the assassins, with 
the inscription “EID MAR” (Ides of March) below. Brutus and Cassius are 
portrayed as saviors of the Roman Republic. Courtesy of Michael Gasvoda. 

German Multiple Thalers 

In the 17th and 18th centuries, rulers in Germany issued some of the largest and 
most interesting coinage ever produced. These multiple thalers were first issued 
by Duke Julius (1528-89) of Brunswick-Wolfenbuttel, who planned to create a 
permanent reserve fund for the defense of his duchy. He ordered each of his 
subjects that owned property to purchase one of his new multiple thalers. The 
highlight of the display will be an enormous 10-thaler piece. Courtesy of Jon 
Subak. 

The Historic Gobrecht Dollar 

In 1835 Christian Gobrecht, an engraver at the U.S. Mint, was asked to prepare a 
set of dies for a new pattern dollar based on designs by Thomas Sully and Titian 
Peale. These coins were the first dollars to be issued by the U.S. Mint since 1804 
and were struck in different design varieties and metals. Only 1,900 original 
Gobrecht dollars were struck dated 1836, 1837 or 1839, making these coins rare 
and interesting examples of numismatic history. This display will have 22 
Gobrecht dollars in stunning condition, making this the most complete set of these 
coins ever displayed by the ANA.

The Idler/Bebee Class III Specimen 1804 Dollar 

Known as “The King of U.S. Coins,” the 1804 dollar is exceedingly rare, with only 
15 known examples. No U.S. dollars dated 1804 actually were struck that year; 
Type I specimens were struck in 1834-35 as diplomatic gifts (8 known), while Type 
II (unique) and III specimens (6 known) were struck during the 1850s for 
collectors. The Idler/Bebee specimen was donated to the ANA by Aubrey and 
Adeline Bebee in 1991. 

The McDermott/Bebee Specimen 1913 Liberty Head “V” Nickel 

This famous coin is one of five 1913 “V” nickels that were struck under mysterious 
circumstances at the Philadelphia Mint. The design for these coins was used from 


1883-1912. In 1913 it was replaced by the Buffalo nickel design, but somehow 
five unauthorized “V” nickels were struck with the 1913 date. They were unknown 
by numismatists until 1919 when all five were displayed at an ANA convention, 
creating a sensation. This piece is from the ANA Money Museum collection and 
ranks as one of the most valuable of all U.S. coins.
